Size.  Some  persons  seem  to  think  that  to  get  good  blooms  the  bulbs  must  be  enormous  size. 
Such  is  not  the  case  as  some  varieties  never  grow  larger  than  1%  inches.  All  bulbs  I 
send  out  will  be  fully  matured  and  large  enough  to  bloom  satisfactorily. 


Culture.  Gladioli  do  best  if  planted  in  a light  soil  in  the  full  sun  but  do  well  on  any  soil  if 
not  too  shaded.  Fertilize  well  with  a good  grade  of  commercial  fertilizer,  planting  fully 
six  inches  deep,  by  four  inches  apart.  Don’s  let  them  get  too  dry.  Cultivate  freely  and 
dig  in  October,  cutting  off  the  tops  close  to  the  bulb.  After,  thoroughly  dried  store  in  a 
cool,  dry,  dark,  frost-proof  cellar.
